Each
application must be submitted in a single envelope.

Do not submit applications in binders, booklets, or with plastic covers on the pages. Applications
should have applicant name and page numbers clearly marked at the bottom of each page.
Submitted applications must be complete containing all required materials including letters of
recommendation. Do not staple application.
